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What is claimed is: 



An amylase containing detergent , /charcterized in 
that it comprises pL-ajnylase/ from Bacillus 
amyloliquef aciens and ak^ali mej:al percarbonate in 
addition to customary 4\ngredi/ents compatible with 
such constituents, and' does not comprise any 
antibody directed agaanst yke amylase. 

The composition as claimed claim 1, 

characterized in that it contains amylase in 
amounts of from 0.001 mg to 0.5 mg, in particular 
from 0.02 mg to 0.3 mg, per gi^am of the overall 
composition . 

The composition as claimed" in claim 1 or 2, 
characterized in that it /contains up to 50% by 
weight, in particular from 5% by weight to 30% by 
weight, of alkali metal percarbonate.
